Administration, students still disagree about $2.1M sports renovation

Reaction is mixed to the new 2.1 million 
dollar investment Worcester State College 
has made renovating the athletic field to in- 
clude more modern aspects such as astroturf 
and aluminum seating. 

The Athletic Department is very ex- 
cited about the field, while other students and 
faculty seem to wish they had been so lucky 
to have their own ‘fields’ recognized. Over- 
all, increased participation from women in 
WSC sports is desired by the athletic direc- 
tor. Non-athletic students desire equal par- 
ticipation when it comes to such massive fi- 
nancial decisions being made about the fu- 
ture of the entire student and faculty body. 

Susan E. Chapman, Athletic Director at 
WSC says that the appearance of the new 
field, “...will allow us to bring outside ac- 
tivities on campus, [like] high school tour- 
naments, superbowls, high school state soc- 
cer and field hockey teams, at the end of our 
season in the fall, which is good exposure 
for the college in general, [and] not just for 


_athletes...”. 


The appearance of the new field isn’t just 
about football or men’s sports. Chapman 


added speaking of the goals of these SAAC 
meetings and the renovating of the athletic 
field, “It’s primarily to add opportunities for 
women. I think we fund equally, we just 
need to add more opportunities”. 

The Title IX gender equity is being looked 
at with hopes of increasing the participation 
of women in WSC teams overall. 

“Elevating Crew to varsity is one we’re 
looking at...hopefully down the road we’d 
like 
to add a women’s lacrosse and golf team as 
well”, says Chapman. 

Currently, the Student Athletic Advisory 
Committee (SAAC) on campus, which has 
a representative from each team and meets 
monthly, will be doing a Title IX report to 
the college addressing what their needs are 
in order to bring them into compliance. 

Chapman says, “I think... hopefully by 
winter...before budget time gets here, actu- 
ally, I think by that time we’ll come up with 
a report between SAAC and myself [and 
will] report to the college on our plans.” 

WSC’s field is made of the same material 
and was installed by the same company,

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Presidential Crisis: Trouble at the 
White House 


President Clinton has been the target 
of another media frenzy. This week’s 
archer is Independent Counsel Kenneth 
Starr and his infamous report are his 
arrows. It was rumored that someone 
in Congress had leaked information con- 
tained within Starr’s report. This was 
one of many issues debated on the floor 
of Congress this past Friday. 

While his peers were deciding 
whether or not to release the report that 
contained information about the Presi- 
dent and his involvement with Monica 
Lewinsky, President Clinton attended 
the Annual Prayer Breakfast at the 
White House. At his side were First 
Lady Hillary Rodham Clinton, and Vice 
President Al Gore, along with many dis- 
tinguished guests. The Breakfast began 
around nine-thirty, as members of Con- 
gress met. At the breakfast, President 
William Jefferson Clinton addressed his 
guests, reflecting on the past weeks 
events. 


The following is an excerpt from his: 


speech: 

“Tt is important for me that everyone 
who has been hurt know that the sor- 
row I feel is genuine: first and most 
important, my family; also my friends, 
my staff, my Cabinet, Monica Lewinsky 
and her family, and the American 
People. I have asked for all their for- 
giveness.”

The President went on to say...”the 
bounds of presidency have been exces- 
sively and unwisely invaded. This may 
be. Nevertheless, in this case, it may be 
a blessing, because I have still sinned. 


And if my repentence is genuine and 


sustained, and if I can maintain a bro- 
ken spirit and a strong heart, than good 
can come of this for our country as well 
as for me and my family. ~ 

The tone on the floor of Congress had 
a less forgiving ring to it. There were 
mixed emotions from both Democrats 
and Republicans alike. Words like im- 


peachment and resignation were brutally 
thrown around, as were words of pri- 
vacy and unjust treatment. Congress 
debated the topic for three hours before 
the vote. Here are some of the reactions 
from Politicians from both parties. 


Rep. Barney Frank, (D) Massachu- 
setts 

“Ken Starr has not (got) enough to 
get the president, so he’s seeking to 


discredit him.” ‘Frank said:that he’s ~ - 


grown weary of the president’s 
tactics.’ “He lies by being technically 


accurate. I wish that he would stop it. 
I wish that he would have learned that 
‘I didn’t inhale’...is just not worthy of 
him and everybody sees through it. “ 
Rep. Charles Canady, (R) Florida 
“Based on preliminary. review...1t is 


clear that there is disturbing evidence . 


that the President may be guilty of per- 
jury, obstruction of justice and witness 
tampering. If proven, such conduct 
would constitute grounds for impeach- 
ment. We have an obligation to fully and 
fairly review all of the relevant infor- 
mation before we reach any conclu- 
sions.” 

Some members of Congress echoed 
that they felt that the President should 
be given advanced notice of the report 
before it went public, much like a de- 
fendant gets a copy of evidence against 
him, but this did not come to pass. The 
majority vote was in favor of releasing 
the Starr Report to both the President 
and the public simultaneously. 

The next step is to decide whether or 
not to start impeachment proceedings. 
This is a decision that has only arisen 
once before in history, but Nixon re- 
signed. The weeks to come are sure to 
be historic, much like this whole ordeal 
has been. One thing’s for certain, Presi- 
dent Clinton will be in it for the long

AstroTurf, as at Worcester Polytechnic In- 
stitute, who currently hosts many of these 
events and has been generous enough to al- 
low WSC to use their field for the first few 
games of this season. 

However, this will no longer be necessary, 
as Kaine Thompson, Director of Communi- 
cations and Publications in Development and 
External Relations, said that President Ghosh 
has been assured that the new athletic field 
will be ready for Homecoming. David W. 
White and Son, Inc., the contractors on site, 
stated that there would be no problems se- 
curing this deadline. Homecoming, as 
planned, will be Saturday, October 10, at 
1:30p.m., vs. Salve Regina, and will not have 
to be played at the alternate ‘home’ field of 
WPI, as previously dreaded. The game will 
be covered live on New England Sports 
Network(NESN). Thompson said that the 
delay of construction was for many reasons, 
one of which was because of the problem of 
following state procedures. 

Also Chapman said that Worcester State 
is not planning on adding any schools to their 
lineup. “We’ll pretty much keep the same 
schedule that we’ ve had, we’re not going to 
change that. If our teams get stronger, we 
might add stronger teams, but right now, 
we ve got good schedules.” 

These schedules aren’t impressing every- 
one at WSC, we interviewed students in Feb- 
ruary, previous to the construction getting 
well underway, and most felt that the use of 
the 2.1 million dollars on the field was an 
‘absurd’ choice. Two of the four students 
highlighted suggested the parking problem 
should be addressed with this money rather 
than choosing to spend it on redoing the field. 
Vicki Polak, a resident junior in February 
said, “It’s ridiculous. They are willing to 
spend money on [the]men’s sports field, but 
have no problem getting rid of the women’s 
hockey field”. 

Since the new semester brings new trans- 
fer students as well as freshmen, more stu- 
dents were asked what they thought about 
the field and the expense, and the same re- 
sponse was reiterated. One freshman replied, 
“If people are paying to get a first rate edu- 
cation, then they should get first rate build- 
ings. I think education should come before 
the football field”. 

A transfer student commented “T think it 
is absolutely insane. Students and their par- 
ents are paying quality money year after year 
for their children to get an education. For 
instance, what about the drama students or 
the communications students who also have 
needs?” 

We also asked an alumni, a graduate in his- 
tory, that said, “It seems like the administra- 
tion and the architects [of the new science 
building] really didn’t touch base with any 
students on this issue. The school spent a lot 
of money, took away the last open green 
space, and invested in athletics without reach- 
ing out to the students for their input. I don’t 
think it’s of benefit to the school when these 
decisions are made in smoke-filled rooms.” 

Regardless of dissenting opinions the field 
is here to stay and will be completed soon. 
An associate of AstroTurf, the company 
working on the artificial turf of this field, said 
that this project “had a lot more detail work 
involved” than usual projects he has encoun- 
tered, but that otherwise the project was 
“pretty much routine” and that no real prob- 
lems had to be surmounted to finish their job 
here. 

The construction will continue every day 
until finished, but if it rains, the work has to 
halt. The turf layers believe that the work will 
probably be finished in about another week 
and a half.
